ation, during iis late session at Cleveland. 

Wim. HH. Thomas, Esq., of Cincinnati, read 
oun essay, which discussed the indications of 
weather, as shown by animals, insects and 
plants; and was full of facts, many of them 
new, ancdof scientifie explanations of them- 
selves. Birds, it asserts, invariably. show, 
by the way they build their nests, whether 
au season issto be windy or otherwise. If 
the former, they thatch the nest, between 
the twigs and lining. If the latter, they 
omit these precautions, If a dry season is 
in prospect, they build in open places. — If 
a wet one, they choose sheltered spots. A 
careful observation. of these peeuliarities 
will afford, Mr. Thomas says, a certain eri- 
terion, early in spring, of the coming 
weather. : 

Snails alsoreveal, by their habits, wheth- 
ervain be expected or not. Several 
species of these animals invariably ascend 
the stems of plants two days before a rain, 
in order to place themselves ona leaf, there 
to imbibe the water, for they never drink. 
Other species have tubercles that rise from 


their bodies generally ten days before a 


rain, there being a pore at the end of each 
tubercle to imbibe the water. Others grow 
vellowish white just before a rain, return- 
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capable of 


ing toa darker colar after rain. Locusts

Tt would-be eurious if the former 
‘could be established, and not less useful 
i than curions, for if nature has made ‘every 
spring a natural barometer, the fact will be 
benefit to know.

Death of Capt. EB. Knight 

Died in this city on Tuesday morning, the 
‘11th inst. of pleurisy, after a sickness of two 
weeks, Capt. Esenezer Knicurt, late Agent 
of the P. M. S. 8. Company, aged 42 years. 

It is seldom that we record the death of 
one more truly honored and beloved, and 
| whose fall will be more deeply and widely 
lamented. A residence of three years on 
this coast among scenes new and trying, and 
in a public position full of labor and diffi- 
culty, all of whose duties he faithfully and 
nobly discharged, while at the same time he 
took a deep interest and active part in all our 
benevolent movements, has endeared his 
name and memory to our citizens here and 
throughout our State. His death was unex- 
pected: we did not anticipate such an event. 
His loss not to this community only, but 
wherever his fame was known, time only can 
determine and repair. | 

Capt. Knight was an uncommon man, en- 
dowed by nature with rare gifts, elegance of 
person, strength and refinement of mind, 
heroic resolution and firmness of character. 
Self cultivation had added greatly to these 
endowments, and made him a strong, intelli- 
gent and finished man. By his own efforts, 
unaided by fortune or friends, he rapidly 
rose from tae dbscurity of boyhood to fill 
positions of responsibility and eminence, and 
to acquire a reputation not confined to his 
own country but extending to another copti- 
nent. In every scene of life and upon every 
enterprise he left the impression of his own 
strength and noble qualities, and there were 
none who evet came within the circle of his 
influence and personal acquaintance but ad- 
mired and loved him for their possession. 

He was a strong man, in his large concep- 
tions, his resolute will, his untiring energies. 
His achievements in his own profession, and 
what he has done in every field of his labor at 
home and abroad, fully attest this. | 

He was a noble man, of the noblest in- 
stincts and impulses. 
plicity he could not tolerate, and the tricks 
of trade and low arts of mammon he would 
not descend to. Money could not buy him, 
and no authority could ever induce him to

Death of Jacob B. Moore, Esq. 


It is with no ordinary feelings of sorrow 
that we record the death of our late esteemed 
fellow citizen, Jacob B. Moore, Esq. which 
occurred at Bellows Falls, Vt. on the Ist. of 
Sept. Mr. Moore was a native of New 
Hampshire, where in early life he was elect- 
ed to the Legislature and resigned before the 
expiration of his first term, and though great- 
ly urged ever after refused to serve. 
for some years associated with his Brother- 
in-law, the late Isaac Hill, in conducting the 
N. H. Patriot. Afterwards he published and 
edited the Statesman. In 1838 he went to 
New York City and was Librarian of the 
Historical Society. Under Gen. Harrison he 
received an appointment in the Post Oftlice 
department in Washington, where he remain- 
ed five years, and was removed at the request 
of the N. H. Democracy. He was appointed 
Post Master of San Francisco, in 1848, by 
Gen. Taylor, and arrived here in the summer 
of °49, and was exclusively devoted to the 
arduous duties of his office till he returned 
last winter and resigned in Washington. — 
While in New York, Mr. Moore was associa- 
ted with Horace Greely and others in editing 
Cabin and the Daily Whig, and in 
3 Brother Jonathan. He was a man 
of untiring industry and profound research.

Steamboat Disasters. 

The boilers of the steamboat Ameriwan 
Eagle, exploded at about 3 o'clock, A. M. on 
Tuesday morning 18th inst. when within 25 
miles of Stockton. There was a large num- 
ber of passengers on board, of whom several 
are supposed to be lost, though only two are 
Five of the crew are 
dead, several badly scalded and injared.— 
The upper and forward portion of the boat 
were completely destroyed. The cause of the 
explosion is said to have been the defective 
character of the boiler iron, and that this was 
one of the rare cases which human fopesight 
could not well have anticipated. 

On the afternoon of the same day, ISth 
inst. the boilers of the Stockton blew up, car- 
rying awayathe crown piece and after con- 
nection pipe.
